TA K IN G CARE OF EWES HELPS 
193« LAMB CHOP 
A more profitable lamb crop may 
be expected next spring if atten­ 
tion is given to a few essential de­ 
tails of feeding and management. 
Bred ewes will keep in better con­ 
dition if they are permitted an ade­ 
quate amount of exercise. 
Another important requirement is 
grain. 
A little grain 
fed 
daily 
throughout the winter will do more 
good than the same total amount 
fed in a short time just before 
lambing. 
By feeling the backs of the ewes 
with his hands the shepherd can 
tell more about the amount of flesh 
carried than by simply looking at 
the ewes. 
Where legume hay is not available 


MARKET EGGS REQUIRE 
SPECIAL W INTER CARE 
Many egg producers think that 
all they have to do during the win­ 
ter months to maintain fine egg 
quality is to keep the eggs from 
freezing. It is true that eggs should 
be gathered frequently, held at a 
temperature above freezing, and 
carried to market during the warm­ 
est part of the day, but other fac­ 
tors must be considered. 
Consider the humidity and 
maximum temperature of the egg 
storage room. 
In many cases the 
cellar of the dwelling is used for 
cleaning, grading, packing and hold­ 
ing the eggs. 
If kept too close to 
the furnace, the heat and low hu­ 
midity will cause the eggs to deter­ 
iorate rapidly. 
Heat and low hu­ 
midity may cause large air cells, 
liquification of the egg white, and

FARM ACCOUNTS

Use 
clean absorbent pads or fresh blot­ 
ting paper. 
If a solvent is necessary use a 
non-inflammable one. Place a pad 
under the stain, dip a bit of clean 


cotton or cloth in the solvent and 
work quickly with light strokes.» 
Too heavy rubbing often removes 
the color. If the entire garment is 
soiled, the solvent is almost sure to 
leave a ring 
Home dry cleaning is 
not as satisfactory nor as safe as 
professional dry cleaning. 
Velvet, corduroy, and other pile 
fabrics may be freshened by hang­ 
ing them in the bathroom and let­ 
ting steaming water stand in the 
tub. Keep door and window closed, 
and steam for an hour or so. 
Do 
not wear the garment until it is 
thoroughly dry. 
This treatment 
will often restore th crepey, crinkly 
finish of the synthetic materials.

{International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—The re- | 
hef situation throughout the coun­ 
try is better this winter than it has 
been at any time since the depres­ 
sion began, according to H arry L. 
Hopkins, who. as relief adm inistra­ 
tor, allotted more than two thous­ 
and million dollars for relief, and 
now has charge of the spending of 
more than $1,200,000,000 on work re­ 
lief projects. 
Conditions are better, Hopkins as­ 
serted, because: 
“Benefits th a t 3.500,000

they got under direct relief.

money they are getting under the 
work relief program, plus the money 
put in by states, municipalities and 
local communities, is larger. 
The 
people in need are getting better 
care than they did a year ago.” 


Hopkins said the average work re­ 
lief board worker is receiving “just 
under” $65 a month in federal funds 
this winter, whereas the average re­ 
lief was “about $27 a month. States 
and local communities add an av­ 
erage of 20 percent to the work re­ 
lief funds—but this includes costs 
cf material, according to WPA of­ 
ficials.

REFUSE TO SUBMIT TO VACCINATION

PITTSBURGH. Jan. 10— Hearing 
before a federal commissioner on a 
charge of violating the Internal 
Revenue Act was to be given this 
afternoon 
to Louis Phillips, 35, 
Beaver Falls, who was arrested by 
government agents yesterday aft­ 
ernoon in a liquor raid on an Enon 
Valley farm. 
Phillips wras brought here and 
lodged in a city police station this 
morning pending hearing before U. 
S. Commissioner Roger Knox. Fed­ 
eral agents found him hiding in a 
bungalow on the Darlington town­ 
ship farm, allegedly owned by Pat­ 
rick Baker, where they reported 
confiscating a 300 gallon still and 
other contraband. 
The 300-gallon still, the raiders re­ 
ported, was found in operation. A 
400-gallon still was found disman­ 
tled, while 12,000 gallons of mash, 
two gallons of “moonshine*’ and a 
quantity of apparatus was found 
stored about the premises, according 
to the agents. 
Phillips, alleged to have a police 
record, was the only suspect arrest­ 
ed. but investigation of the case has 
not yet been completed, authorities 
said. It has not yet been determin­ 
ed where the illicit liquor was mar­ 
keted or whether others were con­ 
nected with its manufacture. 
The suspect, according to the 
agents, was sentenced to five years 
in 1929 on charges of dynamiting 
the home of Police Chief Davidson ; 
of Beaver Falls, Pa., and was serv- j 
ing a 3 -- year parole when arrest- j 
ed. He was sentenced on this count! 
July 8, 1929 and was released from 
prison December 22, 1934.

dad. 
W ar-periods, like the Revolution. 
Napoleon’s France, or the World 
W ar period, were almost completely 
avoided. A few adventurous spirits

France during the French Revolu­ 
tion. But the majority chose peace­ 
ful days and

PEIPING. — Twenty-three U. R 
and British missionary men, women 
and children rowed 800 miles for 
18 days on a pair of crude rafts 
supported by 300 inflated goat skins. 
They were fleeing from their inland 
stations in Kansu before a new Chi­ 
nese communist uprising. 
Their 
extraordinary 
adventure 
are being related here. 
Fortunately, the upper reaches of 
the Yellow river which they covered 
from Luanchow to Paotou were free 
from the usual menace of banditry. 
Frequent rapids and tricky currents, 
however, gave the 18 adults and 5 
children about all the thrills they 
needed. ‘One dark night a raft with 
3 sleeping Americans went adrift, 
Three of the native Moslem rafts­ 
men went on their knees in suppli­ 
cation to Allah, while the Chinese 
merely cursed. The practical Chris­ 
tians ordered the Mohammedans to 
get busy and help themselves in­ 
stead of waiting for Allah, and after 
an ordeal the runaway raft was 
brought back to its fellow.

tax, $136.212.489 were miscellaneous 
revenue collections and $18.600.912 
were agricultural adjustm ent taxes. 
These agricultural adjustment as­ 
sessments were declared invalid by 
the supreme court last week. 
With 7.74 per cent of the nation’s 
population. Pennsylvania paid 7.4 
per cent of total internal revenu, 
815 per cent of income tax collec 
tions and 3.54 per cent of agricul 
tural adjustm ent tax collections.
